ing rushed night and day to meet the demands of the 
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people here and beyond the Mississippi. Officials of 
all the western railroads say the requirement for cars 
to move the general merchandise never was more pro- 
nounced, and some of them say they are unable to 
make the deliveries promptly because of the lack of 
equipment. Jobbers are exerting all possible efforts 
to keep pace with the demands, but many of them, 
especially those handling common necessities, are fast 
falling behind their orders. Even the dealers in lux- 
uries are working to their greatest capacity, and this 
fact, they say, speaks more forcibly for the country’s 
prosperity than any other condition of the general 
trade. 

“The statements made by jobbers in dry goods, 
clothing, millinery, shoes and jewelry, and _ even 
houses and all the “luxurious” lines indicate that the 
rush is unprecedented and of a lasting character.” 








THERE is another little mound in the stove trust 
cemetery and at its head is an unpretentious stone 
bearing the inscription “The Kahn Option.” This in- 
fant never had any great vitality anyway, and certain 
shrewd leaders of the stove fraternity predicted its early 
demise, and are now in a position to say, with THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN, “we told you so.” In fact this 
paper has from the first predicted a 100 per cent in- 
fant mortality rate for the stove trust juveniles, and 
the crowded condition of the cemetery bears out its 
position. There is, in fact, but one remaining plot in 
this special graveyard, and this is being reserved for 
“Baker Proposition No. 818,” which we understand 
will be sprung on stovedom at the meeting of the N. 
A. S. M. next May. 

Brother Baker will no doubt effect the same econ- 
omies (on paper) that he has in the past. All the 
money needed will be provided (on paper). The de- 
tails will all be worked out (on paper). But why dis- 
courage Mr. Baker? His newest trust will prove an 
interesting topic of conversation in the hotel corri- 
dors during convention week, and there is even less 
danger of its consummation than in the past. 





THERE is not so much difference as is generally sup- 
posed between the principle of fire and credit insur- 
ance; the one insures merchandise on the shelves— 
the other insures it in the shape of personal accounts 
on the ledger. True, the former demands no initial 
loss, while the latter does, but that is because a fire 
loss may not occur in a life time, while book account 
losses are of annual occurrence—the only question be- 
ing how much, and realization upon credit insurance 
being relatively the same as realization upon fire in- 
surance, the one should be carried with the same pur- 
pose in view as the other, to wit: protection, pure and 
simple, against extraordinary happenings. Being sub- 
ject to sweeping and disastrous losses, which may be 
brought on either by sectional or general waves of 
mercantile failures, the business is naturally and cor- 
rectly regarded as hazardous, and subject to sweeping 
losses; hence painstaking and discriminating con- 
servativeness is essential to its ultimate success. The 
company which expects to survive eventually must not 
only have abundant capital and surplus resources, but 
must be able to lay aside out of its earnings dur- 
ing prosperous years a loss-paying reserve for dis- 


astrous years, for it is possible in one single panic year 
to lose more than the legitimate profits of ten normal 
years. 





THE latest report of the land commissioner recom- 
mends the preservation of the forest reserves, which, on 
Oct. 1, were fifty-four in number, embracing 60,175,- 
765 acres, an increase of almost 14,000,000 acres since 
the last report. In the last fiscal year 1,663 forest 
fires were discovered, which burned over 87,799 acres. 
The constantly decreasing area burned over appears 
to demonstrate the efficiency of the government for- 
estry force and fully warrants a more extensive polic- 
ing of the forested lands. The commissioner shows 
that with the present inadequate force the work has 
not only proved self-supporting, but has brought rev- 
enue to the government, that it has placed needed 
timber supplies within lawful reach of the people and 
has practically stopped timber depredations within 
the reserve limits. In addition to urging a large in- 
crease in the number of special agents to prevent tim- 
ber depredations and to protect public lands from un- 
lawful entry the commissioner recommends legislation 
to protect game and fish in forest reserves, the exten- 
sion of the boundaries of Yellowstone Park, legisla- 
tion giving the President authority to set apart as na- 
tional parks tracts of public land having scientific 
or historic interest or containing medicinal springs. 
The commissioner also reports gratifying success in 
the work of reforestation of the denuded areas that 
has been undertaken by the general land office. 








Tue United States Steel Corporation is certainly 
worthy of mention for the manner in which it has kept 
prices at the normal level and has acted as a steadier 
of the market. However, one cannot but smile on 
reading the following naive and ingenious statement 
recently: given out by Judge Gary, chairman of their 
executive committee, as follows: 

“The policy of our corporation is ‘to maintain rea- 
sonable and steady prices. We use our influence 
against an increase in prices and also against a de- 
crease in prices, if those which obtain are fair and rea- 
sonable. If competitors in any locality and concerning 
any commodity cut prices in order to secure an advan- 
tage, our people immediately inquire carefully into 
all the facts. If there is justification for a decrease in 
prices, our people promptly meet the conditions, and 
all our customers are treated alike. We desire and 
seek the friendship of our competitors, but look first 
to the protection of our customers.” 

The natural supposition that one would make on 
reading this interesting statement is that when the 
competitors of the United States Steel Corporation 
cut tube prices the executive heads of that company 
made an important investigation of the facts and 
found that a decrease in prices was justifiable. This 
would seem to plainly demonstrate that, shorn of its 
interesting verbiage, this statement is a confession on 
the part of the chairman of the executive committee 
of this concern that competition can force it to reduce 
its prices: In this connection a query would seem to 
be pertinent as to whether or not this corporation in- 
quired carefully into the facts about prices until their 
competitors made a cut or an advance. 
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RANDOM SKETCHES.

I FIND an excellent article on the treatment of com- 
mercial travelers in a jewelry paper from which I 
make the following forceful excerpts: 

Business is business, and a commercial traveler or 
any other solicitor for patronage expects to put up 
with discomfort and annoyance, but no one has the 
right to ask him to patiently endure unnecessary hu- 
miliation. He who does shows an amount of conceit, 
an ignorance of the world, and a capacity for making 
enemies that sufficiently prove his own insignificance 
as aman anda merchant. There are men on the road 
as elsewhere who cannot be too severely treated, but 
they are exceptions. The average traveling man has 
an exceptional knowledge of the world, exceptional 
powers of observation and insight into character and 
conditions, and an inside knowledge of goods and 
men that makes him a mine of information, a travel- 
ing storehouse, for the pedple with whom he comes 
in contact. With his access to the credit men of great 
wholesale houses, his acquaintance with other travel- 
ing men, and his many relations in the great markets 
of the country, he is a commercial factor whose influ- 
ence it is hard to over-value. What folly it is to ex- 
cite without provocation the ill-will of such a man! 

If a merchant cannot see the advantage of having 
the good-will of the traveling fraternity, let him re- 
member that credit and the amount of consideration 
shown the retailer by the wholesale house are often 
materially affected by the traveling man’s favorable or 
unfavorable attitude toward him. It’s a hard thing to 
be hard on a man whom you like, and the reputation 
of being a nice man to do business with is a valuable 
moral asset. Again, it is a good thing to have the 
good-will of the men from whom you never have 
bought and never expect to buy goods. The time may 
come when they can speak a word for or against you. 
The prestige for good or evil built up about us by the 
involuntary estimates or action of other people has its 
fruit as much as our direct efforts.

Ir must pay to be a Hawkeye tinner, as I learn from 
one of the papers of that state that a prominent work- 
ing tinner has not only purchased himself a new 
house, but has bought one for his son-in-law as well. 
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Lorp CHARLES BERESForD, writing in the Magazine 
of Commerce, says: “It is time that our people learnt 
that, with a new century, we have entered on new con- 
ditions, more particularly and decidedly with regard 
to trade and commerce. The British trader had 
formerly a monopoly in many of the trading centers of 
the world. He is now met by the fiercest and most de- 
termined competition in every quarter of the globe. 
Unless the British commercial classes realize this fact, 
and compete in a manner suitable to modern require- 
ments, British trade and commerce are bound to de- 
cline. There is not the slightest reason for a pessimis- 
tic view of the situation as regards British trade and 
commerce. Although individual industries have in 
some cases been severely handled by foreign competi- 
tion, the volume of British trade and commerce is still 
on the increase, but this increase is not in proportion 
to the increase apparent in the volume of trade of 
some foreign countries. The British commercial 
world is not losing trade (taking trade as a whole), 
but I think foreigners are getting many of those new 
connections with regard to trade which we might ob- 
tain. The primary duty of all governments is to 
further the interests of the trade and commerce of the 
countries they control. Appearances seem to indicate 
that this country is as apathetic to the welfare of its 
trade and commerce as it unquestionably is on the 


vital question of the efficiency of imperial defence.

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THE HARDWARE DEALERS’ MUTUAL FIRE AS 
SOCIATION OF PENNSYLVANIA. 


To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

A new insurance company for hardware men is now 
doing business, with headquarters at Huntingdon, Pa. 
Its organization was the result of action taken by the 
Pennsylvania Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association at 
its last annual meeting, when, after a discussion of the 
present exorbitant rates of insurance, a committee was 
appointed to investigate and report plans for securing 
to the trade “insurance at actual cost.” The forma- 
tion of a stock company was suggested, but this was 
rejected as favoring only the few who might hold the 
stock; while if all insurers were to take shares, the 
results would be practically the same as in a mutual 
company, but without the simplicity, directness and 
low expense of a well conducted mutual. Plans were 
thereupon formulated for the organization of a com- 
pany emboding the best features of modern mutual 
insurance, and at a special meeting of the association 
in July last the report of the committee was unani- 
mously adopted. A preliminary organization was ef- 
fected, with George L. Moore, Brownville, Pa., presi- 
dent; C. H. Miller, Huntingdon, Pa., vice-president, 
and W. B. Simpson, an experienced. insurance. man, 
of Huntingdon, Pa., secretary. Subscriptions for in- 
surance being received considerably in excess of the 
legal requirement ($200,000), a charter was obtained, 
and, on October ist, 1902, the issuing of policies was 
begun. 

Insurance in the new company is not limited to the 


_ property of the members of the Retail Dealers’ 


Association; any hardware man having a good 
risk can secure protection. The company is 
mutual, but two important features of its plan 
differentiate it from the old style mutual: First, 
the right of the assured to cancel his insurance on 
five days’ notice. If a man feels his imsurance 
is costing him:too much, he may retire frem all connec- 
tion with the company without delay; thus he can in 
effect limit the amount of his assessments by ending 
them when he sees fit. Second, the taking by the com- 
pany of a cash deposit (instead of the usual premium 
note), to be held as collateral security for the payment 
of assessments, thus avoiding what experience has 
shown to be the great cause of failure with mutual 
companies, delay and difficulty in collecting assess- 
ments. The hardware dealer desiring insurance in 
the new company fills out a short form of application, 
and, unless some good reason exists for declining the 
risk, the amount of his deposit is determined accord- 
ing to a fixed schedule. This deposit is then payable 
in cash, but remains the property of the assured and 
is returned to him when his insurance ends. Assess- 
ments are levied from time to time to meet the current 
losses and expenses, and, if there be a failure to pay 
an assessment, the amount thereof is taken out of the 
deposit, the balance of the deposit returned to the as- 
sured, and the policy canceled. Provision is also made 
for setting aside a small amount in years when the 
cost is low, to be used in decreasing the cost in less 
favorable years. 

The company expects to save money for its mem- 
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bers (ist) by eliminating the item of stockholders’ 
profits, which is no inconsiderable item, since the 25 
per cent increase over rates that had obtained for 
many years; (2d) by reducing the heavy ratio of ex- 
pense and doing away with commissions to agents, 
which items in stock insurance aggregate almost, if 
not fully, as much as the fire losses; (3d) by selecting 
risks with more than usual care. 

The plan above outlined is similar to that followed 
by the New England Mill Mutuals, which are among 
the oldest and most reliable insurance companies of 
the country. It is almost identical with the plan of 
the Pennsylvania Millers’ Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company of Huntingdon, Pa., in the organization of 
which the secretary of the Hardware Dealers’ Com- 
pany took an active part, and which, in an existence of 
over sixteen years, has saved to its members 62 per 
cent of the cost of their insurance.

NEW ENGLAND HARDWARE MEN MEET. 





The New England Iron & Hardware Association 
held their regular monthly dinner at Young’s Hotel, 
Boston, recently and were addressed as follows by T. 
James Fernley, secretary of the National Hardware 
Association, on “The Abuse of the Cash Discount 
System,” from which the following excerpt is made: 

I assure you that it affords me much pleasure to appear 
before you this evening as the official representative of the 
National Hardware Association of the United States, an 
organization which is honored by having such a number 
of representative New England houses on its membership 
roll. 

I am somewhat embarrassed, however, because in ap- 
pearing here I recognize that I am about to address a body 
of educated business men, and having had but limited op- 
portunity in that direction, I am somewhat at a disadvantage. 
A few weeks ago, having occasion to attend the commence- 
ment of an institution of learning, I listened to a number 
of essays on subjects which could only be appreciated by a 
college bred man, and was feeling to a marked degree my 
literary littleness, when finally a young man was introduced 
to deliver the valedictory address in Latin. I said to my- 
selt, “Now I will listen carefully and may follow him to 
some extent, because the English language was largely 
taken from Latin.” I had been enwrapt for several minutes 
when the young man stepped to the front of the stage and 
said, “Ignoramus.” I said almost audibly, “I am it,” and as 
soon as possible I left the presence of learned men. 

After an experience of eight years in association work, 
I am convinced that a large part of the province of an 
association like yours and our own must be along educa- 
tional lines. These are times which require a man to be a 
master of commerce in order to meet with success as a mer- 
chant. Your world renowned New England universities have 
been for many years educating young men for the various pro- 
fessions in which men obtain eminence, and yet until very 
recent years no effort has been made to educate our boys 
as merchants. : 

We realize that there is much knowledge of affairs com- 
mercial which the merchant of to-day does not possess, and 
hence associations of those engaged in various lines of trade 
have been formed, in the hope that by an interchanging of 
ideas the general knowledge of how to conduct business might 
be broadened. The signs of the times point to great financial 
transactions in all branches of commerce. We must be pre- 
pared for the change. The merchant of to-day cannot con- 
duct business as did the storekeeper of the last century. Fig- 
ures which enter into all transactions. to-day are gigantic, 

The first bank of modern times was established at Venice, 
500 years ago. This institute handled an amount of money 
which would be too small to justify the existence of a na- 
tional bank in any sparsely settled community to-day. 

At present the paper money in general use throughout 
the country amounts to upward of $4,000,000,000, which does 
not more than equal the total amount of gold coin. Those 
who are in a position to know state that the banking money of 
the world is about $13,000,000,000. 

Why should not the great change in these transactions 
of business call for enlarged education in order to success 
fully handle such stupendous transactions as these data in 
volve?

THE SAMSON WINDMILL. 


The Stover Manufacturing Co., Freeport, IIl., send 
us a very attractive pamphlet tastefully printed in col- 
ors, calling attention to their Samson windmill. This 
windmill is very strong and there is a distribution of 
burden and a diminution of wear by the use of four 
bearings. Torsional strain is dispensed with by the 
pitman and plunger operating centrally between bear- 
ings. Every portion of the Samson windmill, in- 
cluding the tower, is constructed of the best- quality 
of galvanized steel. The galvanizing is done after 
all the cutting, stamping and fitting are done. The 
hub is long and carries in its hollow center the outer 
bearings of its shaft. The two legs of the arms are 
securely bolted at each end. The projecting fasten- 
ings on the inner rim of the hub are long solid appen- 
dages, parts of the hub affording the firmest support 
and bracing for that leg of the arm, while the outer 
and longer leg is securely bolted to the body of the 


hub in a recessed bed made to receive and reinforce it. 
The number of arms determines the number of sec- 


tions of the wheel. 

The boxings carrying wheel, shafts and spur gear 
shafts are duplicates, excepting the one that supports 
the outer end of the wheel shaft, which is twice as 
long as the others. These boxes are half-round, hav- 
ing cast-iron backs and babbitt metal face. This com- 
bination secures the highest efficiency in strength, 
solidity, wearing ‘qualities, etc. -The backs are turned 
off to a fixed gauge, corresponding exactly with the 
seats into which they fit, making it a very easy mat- 
ter to replace worn-out boxes and maintain perfect 


alignment of shafts same as when mill left the fac- 
tory. Old boxes in the Samson can be taken out and 
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new ones put in at a trivial cost by simply removing 
the caps. The governor consists of a steel coiled 
spring of great resiliency, located as shown at the base 
of the vane frame. Its strength is of such a character 
as to hold the wheel in the teeth of the wind «inder all 
ordinary conditions, and yet yield gracefully under 
greater pressure. The construction is such that the 
wheel and vane can not come together, and the gov- 
ernor and the butler operate to this end, shielding the 
whole from injury in the fury of storms. 

The wheel is thrown out of gear by the pull-out 
reel, a simple contrivance consisting of a windlass 
with ratchet appendage conveniently bolted to one cor- 
ner post of the tower. Upon releasing the ratchet, the 
wheel, through the action of the governor, promptly 
goes into gear and is ready for action.

WATERSPRITE TABLE FOUNTAIN, 





Drew & Co., 156-157 Leadenhall street, London, 
England, are manufacturers of the “Watersprite” pat- 
ent table fountain. It is a simple portable and self- 
contained machine. 

It has no pipes or outer attachments whatever. It 
is silver-plated, of globular shape, and has a diameter 
of 7 inches. It may be placed in any suitable bowl 
or dish, such as will contain the two quarts of water 
which is necessary to charge the machine.

This water, having been placed in the dish or bowl, 
together with the fountain, an operation lasting less 
than one minute—in its nature a task something like 
the inflation of a pneumatic tire—will transfer the 
water from the dish or bowl into the fountain itself 
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and will put the apparatus into action for playing. 
By the turning of a tiny tap, a jet of water some 30 
inches high is produced, which will continue playing 
for some 60 to 90 minutes. At the end of that time 
the process can be repeated ad infinitum, without any 
further trouble whatever, except a renewal of the one 
minute’s pumping after every 60 or 90 minutes’ play. 

The apparatus consists of an india-rubber bag, with 
a pump through center. The bag and pump fit inside 
an electro-plated ball, which in turn rests inside any 
suitable bowl or dish that will hold the two quarts of 
water necessary to suitably work the fountain. This 
quantity of pure water is poured into the bowl or dish, 
to be in due course pumped into the bag, which, on 
contraction expels it during a period varying from 
an hour to an hour and a half through the tap and 
nozzle with which the fountain is fitted. 

Figs. 1 and 2 show the different ways of operating 
this fountain.

Herewith you will find drawing of a round tea pot 
which is, I think, a new design to most of your read- 
ers, and I submit same with table for their benefit, 
hoping it may prove to be acceptable matter. I do not 
think it needs much explaining, as the sketch will suf- 
ficiently carry out its intention with the exception of 
the bottom, which is hollowed and snapped in arc 
swage, and a perforated strainer soldered inside body 
behind spout to prevent tea leaves coming with the tea. 

The body is locked or seamed inside, and bottom is 
wired inside and countersunk or creased. 

It can be made round or oval as desired, but is 
usually made round, as it does not take so much time 
to make as an oval one.

WILL ESTABLISH A TRUST FUND. 





The special convention of delegates of the Amalga- 
mated Association of Iron, Steel & Tin Plate Work- 
ers, and the American Tin Plate Co., have adopted a 
plan whereby the American Tin Plate Co. and the in- 
dependent manufacturers of tin plate will be able to 
secure a portion of the rebate tin plate trade which 
is now going to the work’s tin plate mills. 

The plan provides for the establishment of a trust 
fund which shall be made up of 3 per cent of the 
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wages earned by the tin workers in the plant or plants 
of the company seeking the rebate trade. When sat- 
isfactory documentary evidence is furnished the wage 
committee of the tin workers that a certain portion of 
the plate rolled in the plants of the American Tin 
Plate Co., or any of the independent plants, has been 
used in the shipment of goods abroad, a sum amount- 
ing to 25 per cent of the wages paid for rolling that 
tin plate is returned to the manufacturers from the 
trust fund thus established. 

This plan differs greatly from the proposition made 
to the tin workers which provided for a straight re- 
duction of 25 per cent on-all tin plate rolled that was 
to replace the present rebate plate. The plan has its 
limitations and it will be absolutely impossible for the 
American Tin Plate Co. to secure all the present re- 
bate plate which is purchased from the Welsh mills. 
According to this plan, for every eight and one-third 
boxes of tin plate rolled in a plant seeking this trade 
only one box can secure the 25 per cent rebate on the 
cost of rolling.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 

For all kinds of finished material entering into 
manufactures the tendency of buyers is to hold off. 
The trade from the standpoint of the seller is becoming 
more diffuse constantly. New makers and new sellers 
are appearing and taking part of the business previous- 
ly concentrated in fewer hands. There seems to be 
orders for all and as a rule mills are sold up for a con- 
siderable period ahead. But the situation is somewhat 
easier as respects deliveries. It is the sellers who can 
make the prompter shipments who are now booking 
the orders. In steel rails deliveries of foreign rails can 
be made within two or three months and at prices in 
some localities which are scarcely more than the price 
for domestic rails plus freight. Importers are antici- 
pating a large business in steel rails during the next 
six months. Structural material is also easier in a 
way. While the large producers are booked well into 
the next year there are outside factors who are clos- 
ing quite a tonnage, some of it for imported shapes and 
some for the product of the smaller but growing home 
mills. In lots of several hundred tons each various 
western builders have covered wants in this manner 
within the past few days. 





TIN. 

Spot tin opened easy in London, Nov. 4, at £119 50s, 
futures at £118, and after sales of 250 tons spot and 
200 tons futures, closed quiet at £119 7s 6d for spot 
and £117 12s 6d for futures, making price as compared 
with Nov. 3 20s lower on spot and 17s 6d lower 
on futures. Singapore quotation for tin Nov. 4 was 
equal to £118 5s London, 5s higher than Nov. 3d’s 
closing. 





COPPER. 

Spot copper opened firm in London, Nov. 4, at £52 
3s od, futures at £52 8s od, and after sales of 250 tons 
of spot 200 tons futures, closed quiet £52 2s 6d for spot 
and £52 7s 6d for futures, making price as compared 
with Nov. 3 unchanged on spot and unchanged on 
futures. 

Spot copper opened quiet in London, Nov. 5, at £52 
Is 3d, futures at £52 6s 3d, and after sales of 150 tons 
spot and 200 tons of futures, closed steady at £52 2s 
6d for spot, and £52 7s 6d for futures, making price 
as compared with Nov. 3 unchanged on spot and un- 
changed on futures. 

We quote the market nominally 11.90 to 12.00 for 
lake, 11.75 to 11.80 for electrolytic and 11.70 to 11.75 
for casting.

BARS. 

Some mills report that buying was active during the 
week and that specifications were about normal ; others 
take quite a contrary view. This condition is better 
illustrated by the statement of one company that its 
specifications of last month exceeded by 10,000 tons 
those of September, while another announces that it 
has been compelled to close its plant and sell its stock 
of pig iron because it can not get either specifications 
or orders. Relatively lower prices for bar iron are 
prevailing in this market than anywhere else in the 
country, and those mills that are not in urgent need of 
orders have withdrawn from the market until better 
prices can be obtained. There has been a good de- 
mand during the week for steel bars and angles. Mills 
are still running short on specifications for heavy sizes 
of iron and steel bars, though they are well supplied 
with smaller business. We quote mill shipments, Chi- 
cago delivery, Bessemer steel, 1.75c¢ to 1.85c; angles, 
less than 3x3, 1.85c¢ to 1.95c base; iron, 1.80c to I.90c; 
hoops, 2.15c. Prices for stock from store, steel, 2c 
to 2.10c; iron, 2.15¢ to 2.20c; hoops, 2.40c to 2.50¢; 
angles, 2.50c to 2.60c. 





SHEETS. 

There is a good inquiry for light sheets and a fair 
tonnage has been placed during the week. The mar- 
ket has not yet recovered, however, from the recent 
reduction in price, buyers seeming inclined to pursue a 
waiting policy. We quote No. 27 black, mill ship- 
ments, Chicago delivery, 2.80c to 2.90c; galvanized, 
3.35c to 3.40c ; from store, No. 27 black, 3.05c to 3.15c; 
galvanized 75 and 5 per cent. 





STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

Several contracts for new buildings have been placed 
in the past ten days with local contractors, but most of 
the material will come from stock, or will apply on 
contracts already placed with the mills. Among these 
is the contract for the Fine Arts Building of Louisi- 
ana Purchase Exposition, 250 tons; an eight-story of- 
fice building for Armour & Co., 3,000 tons; a cold 
storage warehouse, 3,000 tons and 2,500 tons of steel 
castings. We quote mill prices as follows: Beams, 15 
inches and under, 1.75c to 1.85c; 18 inches and over, 
1.85c to 2.10c; structural angles, 3x3 to 6x6, 1.85c to 
2c; universal plates, 1.75c to 2c; angles, channels and 
tees smaller than 3 inches, 1.85c to 2c base. Prices on 
lots from store, 21%4 cents to 3% cents per pound. 





RAILS AND TRACK SUPPLIES. 

A large inquiry for heavy rails has come into the 
market, but owing to the crowded condition of mills 
and their inability to give early deliveries, the greater 
portion of this will not be placed. Orders for about 
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1,000 tons of light rails were placed during the week, 
and an order for 3,000 tons of heavy sections was 
placed in Germany, the price being $33 f. o. b. Galves- 
ton. There is a good demand for track supplies of all 
kinds. We quote standard sections, $28; second qual- 
ity, $27; light rails, 45 pounds, $34 to $35; 12 pounds, 
$40 to $41, with regular differentials for intermediate 
sizes ; light rails out of store, $45 to $50. Track sup- 
plies, mill shipments, as follows: Angle bars, 2c to 
2.15c; spikes, first quality, 2.25c; sound quality, 2.15¢ 
track bolts, 314x34, with square nuts, 2.85c to 3c per 
100 pounds; with hexagon nuts, 3.05¢c to 3.20c, with 
usual differentials for other sizes. 


BILLETS. 


A few small lots of domestic open-hearth and for- 
eign forging billets have been sold, the former on the 
basis of $38 to $40, and the latter at $37.50.

A little new business has been placed during the 
week, but most of the large buyers are fully covered 
for their season’s requirements. Specifications are full 
and mills are behind in deliveries. We quote mill ship- 
ments, Chicago, delivery, as follows: Spring steel, 
2.65c to 2.75c; sleigh shoe, 1.95c, flat sizes; concave 
and convex, 2c; out of store, 2.15c; cutter shoe, 2.50c 
to 2.60c; machinery steel, 2.15c¢ to 2.25c, base; plow 
steel, 2.50c and upwards, according to quality ; toe calk, 
2.25¢ to 2.35c; out of stock, 3c to 3.10c ordinary tool 
steel, 6c to 7c; specials, 13c and upwards; less than 
carload lots, 5 per cent to 10 per cent higher; cold 
rolled shafting, carload lots, 47 per cent off, Chicago;

CAST IRON PIPE. 


The local producer reports that it is not.making de- 
liveries promptly, owing to the curtailment of its sup- 
ply of raw material. No large orders have been placed, 
new business being limited to small lots. We quote f. 
o. b. Chicago, 4-inch water pipe, $37; 6-inch, $36; 8- 
inch and upward, $35; gas pipe, $1 a ton higher. 


TIN PLATES. 

The United States Steel Corporation have an- 
nounced that the American Tin Plate Co. will make a 
reduction of 40 cents a box on tin plate, or from $4.00 
to $3.60, the new price to go into effect Dec. 1. 

The change applies to new equipments only. In old 
stock no change is expected to be made for several 
months. 

The reduction is due to the overproduction of tin 
plate. The company is determined to meet the inde- 
pendent mills’ prices. The reduction in the price of 
tin plate follows reductions in sheet steel, small tubes, 
wire nails and a few classes of wire goods. 


PLATES. 


There is a heavy demand both from mills and store, 


the local interest reporting orders aggregating 15,000 
tons for delivery next year. The activity in the build- 


ing Jine is creating a brisk demand for universal plates, 
some mills being sold up on these for the year. We 
quote mill prices, Chicago delivery, future shipments : 
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Tank steel, %4-inch and heavier, 1.75¢ to 2c; flange 
steel, 1.85¢ to 2.10c; from stock, tank steel, ™%4-inch

The Shovel Association will issue a new schedule on 
all light steel goods Nov. 15. Prices will be much 
lower than the present quotations. Jobbers have been 
cutting prices in order that they may unload their 
stocks before the new prices go into effect. In the 
South particularly, where the “trust” and independent 
interests have clashed, prices on shovels are very low. 


WIRE NAILS. 


The market is active and both independent and 
combination manufacturers are booking a satisfactory 
amount of business. The official prices quoted are 
$2 in carload lots and $2.10 in less quantities. If the 
independent manufacturers are offering better prices 
to desirable business it has not been conspicuously 
done. The jobbing trade is of good volume. 


CUT NAILS. 


There is a fair volume of business being booked. 
Prices have remained steady on the basis of $2.10 to 
$2.15 in carload lots, and $2.20 to $2.25 in less than 
carload lots, base, Chicago. 


ZINC. 


The car famine is causing a great deal of trouble, 
both to the manufacturers and to the producers. At 
present between 6,000 and 7,000 tons of ore are await- 
ing shipment in the Joplin district. Purchasers have 
refused to make any further contracts unless cars can 
be secured to make reasonably good delivery. Sales 
aggregated 4,385 tons.
